Due to revised 
rules, and an 

race, the outcome was decided to 
be a tie, and McGill will hold the 
trophy for the second half of this 
year, while the University of 
Montreal retains possession for 
the first half. 

.This compromise., agreement 
was decided pn by the respective 
Blood Drive ^ Committees of the 
two universities, after a series 
of meetings to resolves the out- 
come. 

The trophy, a silver cup, was 
presented l)y Henry Birks in 1D58 
for the purpose of competition by 
McGlll and the U of M in their 
blood donation drives. Since then, 
it has always been in the hands 
of the U of M. 

RULES 

The old rules called for the cup 
to Bo to the school which collect- 
L'J the most pints of blood. How- 
ever, McGill, with its 8,000 stud- 
ents was greatly outnumbered by 
MJTntreal's 14.0(H), 

It was decided in 1060 to run 
the competition on a percentage 
basis; the school with the most 
pints per person would win. 

It was also decided to restrict 
the U of M's total to that collected 
by the University proper, and 
not also its affiliated colleges 
which are counted in its enroll- 
ment. McGill's total will still be 
combined with that oMIacdonald 
College. 

The University did. not have the 
exact enrollment .total for the spe- 
cified parts, but a reasonable es- 
timate put the figure at approxi- 
mately the same as that of McGill.

U asked that lliu Immigration 
Act be amended in order to re- 
move "all discriminatory clauses 
with regards to race, <;oloùr. or 
eountryiororigin". 
'ItVàsked tbat the provision of 
the Newfoundland Additional ' 
Graiits Act be laid aside, and 
that province continue under the 
rights sot down by Term 29. 

It called for the establishment 
of an economic and planning 
council, and asked that the Fe- 
deral Rovcrnment take adequate 
steps to assure navigation on the 
St. Lawrence; during the winter. 

These "^resolutions ! .Vrere re- 
ceived from the 38 clubs of the 
CULF which' had registered for 
the convention. In all, there ara 
47 clubs In the Federation, ra- 
presenting 4,000 students.

The delegates defined Uie 
SC'Uth African Ai-artheid policy 
as "morally wrong, and contrary

The convention defeated a mo^ 
tion to abolish thé' Board of 
Broadcast Governors, and turn 
its. powers over to the CBC Board 
of Governors. But a motion ask- 
ing the CBC to set up a complete 
network of radio and television 
stations in areas where there. is 
a .mlpority of French • speaking 
people, was passed.'

Hazing Re-Eyed 

Early last fall Montreal was stunned by the tragic 
demise of a Sir George Williams University fresh- 
man during a hazing exercise. A coroner's inquest re- 
vealed the young stiiaent died of natural causes. Ne- 
vertheless, the incident served to accentuate the dan- 
gers latent in the childish practice "of college hazing. 

At the time we opined that hazing of all kinds 
must go. We also pointed out that no freshman hazing 
exists at McGill University, but remarked that hazing • 
does exist here in the form of fraternity initiations. 
We advocated a total abolition of all forms of hazing 
in these initiations. » 

^ Since October we have noted with pleasure that 
at least one fraternal organization curbed the part of 
their initiation ritiial ijivolvink hazing. However, some 
fraternities. are. just now getting aroUnd to their ini- 
tiations. Some of these Initiations include hazing exer- 
cises. 

Nobody will deny that practical' jokes go. hand- 
in-glove wl^h college life; but there are practical jokes.: 
and. practical jokesr When a -number of young men 
get together, each of thein thinking up a different 
practical joke, the result is bound to include at least 
on'e dangerous prank.. Thef.e have been nb disasters at 
lIcGill in modern' times; bat this record does hot mean 
an' accident will never happen. 

Since some fraternities are curreatly. haviiig their 
initiations, and since some of these initiations involve 
hazing, we .feel . if: appropriate to reiterate our pre- 
.viously asserted 'editorïal policy at this time.. 

Is it not time that hazing of all kinds, including 
that which still exists at McGill in certain fraterni- 
ties, be curtailed once and for all. . ' 

Extension Lectures , 

Extension lectures provide a precious and other- 
wise unobtainable service to many sectors of -the com- 
munity. They afford a convenient and financially ac- 
cessible medium through which the public can learn 
about diversified academic subjects. Often, they also 
open the door to the practice and development ' — 
under a keen and qualified eye — of artistic and me- 
chanical skills. _ . ' ^ ^ 

Not too obvious, a benefit of extension lectures is 
thé fact that they attiraetAthQUs^hds iDf , outsiders 'to-, 
campuë. This leads to iâèntificittion with the..un!ver- 
sity community, McGill, in particular. Such a whole- 
some identification, is valuable and worthy of cultiv- 
>ation., ■ ■-•C y vv> ., . /-.;.-■. 

Another inconspicuous but'important advantage 
. of «xtensioïi lectures is that they afford university ' 
•lecturers a means of ; augmenting pitlously meagre 
saleries. .This is of course neither a. permanent Or a. 

Î'ust solution to underpayment of professorial staff — 
lut it is more than a mere stop to the starving. It is 
a respectable and rewarding and fruitfur source of 
'.added, .income for a group that deserves. it. 

Finally, extension lectures- can — much, more than 
they do — acquaint practising professionals with de- 
velopments in their resjpectlve discipline!!. The W.^CJ. 
Meredith.. Lectures, sponsored -by, -the law faculty, 
illustrate, the potential oif ^this .idea; Fox four success-^ 
ive Mondays, beginning next treèk, expert»^ in a once^' 
neglected, but how Vitat 'fiddrrOf. 'adininistrative. law 
will bring their legarcolleagueii'up to date on the sUb- . 
ject of boards' i)nd cbminissions'. The-pi^ollferation of 
such '<iuaisi-judici|l agencies is a natural outoOnle of 
increasihg.j;oV'ernment activity;. and i^ lias precipitat- 
ed legal questions' of great* interest and signiflcahce. 

We hope the legal profession will take advantage 
of this golden opportunity afforded to it by the M'ere-

Tlic first play is a iiioder- 
nized version of the myth. 
Crcou is dei)icted .is a revo- 
lutionary leader, who cauglit 

' Polyncjces with his ideology 
down. Burp ' gu ns provide 
background music as Creon . 
has Polyneices hung in a pu- 
blic square, an incredible de- 
terrent, to future counterre- 
voliitioiiafies. A distraught 
.\iitigone attempts to cut her 
brother down,, and give him 
decent burial. She is captured 
■and brought before Creon, 
Vvho attempts to .convince her 
(as well as the audience, and 
possibly himself) of the im- 

' ..morality, of her action. 

The confrontation 'is meant 
to- l>c ar profound examina- 
. tidn of revolutionary inora- 
lity; Antigone*^ asserts the 
• rights of the .individiial, while 
Creon argues the.dêm^iids of 
society. Blit Logue po.siêssés 
the gift of sentimentalizing 
^ both sides of a dispute at on- 
ce.' And -since he has not re- 
solved thTf issue himself, or 
even decided where It lies, 
the dialectic goes oh inter- 
minably, with ever decreasing 
clarity; its core disappears. 
> under, the' debris of broken 
^logic, ,and the cloud of pa- 
radoxes lost .iiid regained. 

During the dialectic, Creon 
remarks that it is necessary 
to . clioose one's vfces with 
care. Mr. Logue seems to 
' have chosen,. witli. deliberate 
care but < insufficient for.e-' 
sight; the vice of'cligagement, 
-' Marxist style. This^ occurred 
during a i^ecent sojourn' in 
>- Paris, after a career as' gtin» 



was a tougli-iiiiiuled, bril- 
liant dramatist; if hot for his 
theory of tlic siiige, lie would 
Ilivc achieved greatness. Mr. 
Logue, having neither the 
toughness of mind nor bril- 
liance of tcclini({ift;, is left 
only ^vitli the ilitory. 

He is iniidi more a^ ease, 
and so were we all, in the 
stcond piece. This is vintage 
Re<l & .White, review stuff, 
not quite of My Fur. Lady 
calibre. It arrives .complete 
with a beer-drinking horse, 
an irrelevciit' sub-plot, and 

■curioiisly innocent biwdinesS. 
It has the typical undergra- 
duate disre^rd- for the vc- 
rities,,.bolh sbdal and theatri- 
cal: a willingiiess to make 
j ok. e s . about everything, , 

'.toupleil with an. inability to 
make the j'okèt stick; It is 
atypical, in the sources, it pla- 
giarizes, these being Brecht 
and IFhe Music -Man. 

George 'Rose achieves a 
ininor . 'm.ir'adè in . the f ijst 
pla'y; by making Creon. jnto 
a character, rather than a 
ne-Mis for the playwright's 
lines. Mary Ure, normally a 
highly, capable actress, is* on 
the defensive all.' the way.

Ifo holds records in all- his 
specialties and he also has his 
name 'appearing with some 'relay 
team marks.

Cameron entered McGllI in (he 
fall of 195C. At the lime he was 
tilt] most promising junior praspcct 
in tlie country. Grout lived up to 
all his expectations as he set three 
Canadian records in his freshman 
year and spearheaded team victo- 
ries. - • 

In tlio followinf< seasons. Grout 
established himself as the finest 
swimmer in the country as he con- 
tinued to make a shambles of Na- 
tional records. Ilia only serious 
competition time from teammate 
Dick Pound who was always a 
threat in the 109 yard freestyle. 
Pound never biat Grout head on 
in a race. 

Much to the relief of many, 
Grout will continue to play wa- 
(crpolo. He has been a standout 
in tl)c game at McGiil for several 
years. Grout's swimming prowess, 
coupled with his waterpolo art> 
Istry helped him to win the For- 
bes Tropnv last year. The trophy 
is awarded iinnually to the athle- 
te /ho brings most honour to the 
univcnity through his ' accom- 
plishments. I • - ' ■ 

In his years of competition, 
Grout swam three times for Ca- 
nada in International meets. In 
these three outings, he picked 
up four medals. Cameron first 
went into the big time in 1958. 
He picked up (wo medals for his 
bit in the free style relay races. 
Grout also accounted well for 
himself In the 1959 Pan-Americ- 
gimes at Chicago, He also 
ijTon 2 medals there.
